T he W hite House—T he Executive 
M ansion of the U nited S tates—T he 
residence of our F irst Fam ily, 1600 
P ennsylvania avenue, in the n atio n ’s 
capital, is surpassed by none of th e 
w'orld’s fam ous residences of state 
in charm and dignity. Its century- 
old walls m em orialize and symbolize 
the beginnings of a g reat Republic, 
and th e first struggle of its citizens 
tow ard self-expression. 
V isitors from all nations find de­ 
light in its graceful sim plicity and 
purity of line. T he W hite House, 
indeed, is one of th e few public 
buildings in W ashington th a t has 
escaped th e barbs of arch itectu ral 
criticism . I t is th e oldest public 


stru ctu re in the federal city, and the 
m ost beautiful of its period. In its 
design and setting any suggestion of 
form al display h as been deliberately 
avoided. 
No building in the U nited States, 
not even the Capitol, arouses public 
sentim ent and affectionate ad m ira­ 
tion as does th e W hite House. I t is 
intim ately associated w ith tile per­ 
sonal lives of our presidents and 
th eir fam ilies, w ith their joys and 
sorrows, and w ith countless dram atic 
happenings inseparably a p a rt of our 
n a tio n s 
history. 
Its 
sim plicity, 
charm and setting com m and univer­ 
sal appeal, and all proposals for a 
presidential residence of different 
design have m et w ith im m ediate 
popular opposition, ain} have been 
discarded.

T he W hite H ouse stands today 
practically as planned by its design­ 
er. Jam es H oban, a native of Ireland,

Watch Repairing Requires 


Steady Nerves, Patience, 


Says Bendersville Resident 


Few- people have m ore time on 
their hands th an do H enry Crum 
and his son, Paul, of Bendersville 
Making the hands of w atches keep 
the right tim e 
is their business j 
Tim e may come and go, but tim e­ 
keeping devices are here to stay as 
an essential p art of our synchronized ; 
living. 
And 
like 
everything, else, 
clocks and w-atches som etim es "get j 
out of fix” and require attention. 
L ast year Mr. Crum and ills son 
went trouble-shooting into the works 
of hundreds of different time pieces. 
It is not hard to figure out why j 
Mr. Cruni became a w atch m echanic. 
His father before him pursued the 
sam e trade. Fifty years ago as a j 
young boy he took to fixing watches 
as an apprentice under his father, j 
His apprenticeship lasted ten years 
At first, w atch repairing was only 
a sideline for Mr. C rum . His first 
vocation was th a t of painting and 
papering. B ut since th is was season- I 
al work he found it necessary to fix 


watches, too. Later on to help fill 
in during the off-season, he added 
barbering to his lineup of “trades.” 
After working part tim e for four 
years with Harvey Qingle. he opened 
his own shop in his home T hen the 
only entrance into this shop was 
through the back door. 
Work 
Pile* 
Up 
As the years went by, business 
began to boom in all of Mr. C rum ’s 
occupations. Work began piling up. 
During one spring he adorned over 
280 room s w ith new’ wall paper 
Realizing th a t "you can only do so 
m uch" and th a t his businesses were 
requiring more than that. Mr. Crum 
gave up papering; and painting in 
1929 to devote all ol his tim e to 
w atches and haircuts. 
By 1942 repairing watches was de­ 
m anding the tune allotted to barber­ 
ing.

Rom Sachs, Gettysburg college'* 
outstanding passer and quarterback, 
is strictly a ‘ hometown boy," having 
lived in Gettysburg all his life and 
having 
attended

schools. 
His prominence and ability as an 
athlete haven t surprised the sports- 
nunded 
Gettysburg 
Ians 
because 
they remember 
when 
Luther 
I. 
Sachs, a building contractor, put 
the boxing gloves on his boy Ross 
when he could scarcely walk. The 
townspeople also heard about the 
time Ross gave his daddy a bloody 
nose 
A few years later, Sachs was the 
mascot for the Gettysburg Fleet- 
wings, a better than average inde­ 
pendent basketball team. Ross' num ­ 
ber was double 0 and many fans a t­ 
tended those games to see how “the 
little Sachs boy' could make baskets 
at halftime. 
Ros* compiled a great record in 
both football and basketball while 
attending high school.

SUD SURVIVORS 
RECEIVE WARM 
WELCOME HOME 


G roton, Conn., Sept. 8 
The 
men of the Cohino, the only United 
States submarine lost since the war, 
came home today to a heart warm ­ 
ing welcome.

Tusk, which snatched them from 
Arctic waters in a stirring rescue 
off Norway on August 25 after a 
series of unexplained explosions had 
sunk their own craft.

Pocket Watches Gone 
The time may change, but so do 
watches, says Mr. Crum. Heavy­ 
weight pocket watches of the old 
days have been replaced by the 
.smaller wrist watches of today. A 
watch used to be small th a t was the 
size of a 50 cent piece; now’ a dime 
will cover some ladies' wrist watches, 
rase and all, he says Pocket watches 
are lasing in popularity. In fact 
nowadays trousers are minus watch 
pockets or have pockets too small 
to be of any use.

Ordinary springs are very sensitive 
' to water and will rust quickly when 
brought into contact with water. 
Care must be taken in making re ­ 
pairs. for even perspiration from a 
finger tip will cause rust. 
W hat makes a watch tick? The 
powerhouse of a watch is its m ain­ 
spring. When a watch is wound this 
coiled spring is put under stress 
and becomes a storehouse of po­ 
tential energy 
which is released 
slowly as the watch runs down 
Responsibility for keeping the right 
lime belongs to the hair spring (so 
called because it looks like a strand 
of curly hair* and balance wheel. 
When these tw’o parts are working ; 
together the energy stored within 
the m ainspring is released at exactly 
the right speed. Wheels acting as 
gears transfer this energy to the 
hands 
on 
tile 
watch. 
To 
keep , 
these wheels running freely they 
are set into bearings, or jewels 
Twenty-three jewels is the limit for 
most watches. These jewels decrease 
friction and lengthen the life of 
the timepiece. 
Summer Hard on Watches 
If the watch breaks in the sum ­ 
mer, says Mr. Crum, the chances 
are th at the mainspring has broken. 
Hot, 
humid 
weather causes rust 
which snaps this spring 
In eoid 
weather keep an eye on clocks, espe­ 
cially alarm clocks, Cold weather 
thickens the oil in the clocks and 
"gums up the works." Ordinarily, 
however, dirt or 
broken balance 
spindles or jewels are the first things 
to look for when trouble-shooting. 
Beware of electricity, Crum says. Ii 
your watch becomes magnetized it 
also becomes unpredictable, run­ 
ning slow one hour and last the 
next.. Any oilier tune a watch, when 
it ^ keeping inaccurate time, will 
run either too fast or too slow. 
Mr Crum has this to say about 
the Insignflcant hairpin. “The hair­ 
pin may have been a boon for 
crowning beauty, but when used as 
a tool it can cause havoc to the 
mechanism of a watch Some women 
decide na give the balance wheel a + 
little push. So intent do they become 
on making this wheel move to and 
fro th at they fail to see the delicate 
hairspring just above it until they 
have fouled up the works. A hairpin 
and 
hairspring have nothing in 
common. But a broken hairspring 
means more business for tile watch 
repairm an." 
Place tor Each Part 
In reference to th at standing joke 
ubout how many parts were left over 
after the watch was fixed Mr. Crum 
I 
said "we found through experience 
th a t all parts are necessary; we 
have always been able to find a place 
for each part.” 
It would be no wonder if parts were 
a problem with Mr. Crum and his 
son, Paul. For there are hundreds 
of makes and models of watches, 
all near enough alike to be confus­ 
ing to a less skilled eye. This makes 
it necessary to have on hand a great 
variety of parts and supplies. 
Only a highly developed classifica­ 
tions system and method of order­ 
ing prevents this feature of watch 
repairing from becoming, an enor­ 
mous job. For Swiss wrist watches 
alone Mr. Crum stocks parts for 150 
different types of the most popular 
watches. These are kept in small 
labeled bottles. Actually there are 
over 500 different styles of Swiss 
makes of watches. 
Has Many Parts 
Few people realize what a rare 
piece a watch really is. An average 


watch has over 200 movable and 
non-movable 
parts delicately 
as­ 
sembled to make the hands on the 
face of the watch move at just 
the right speed. Parts are usually 
so small that one of the chief tools 
of the watch repairm an is his mag­ 
nifying glass. Used most is a four- 
power glass which is focused two 
and a half inches from the glass, 
which limits space for working to 
close quarters. 
In spite of the delicate makeup 
most watches are subject to a most 
grueling existence No other machine 
gets less attention. Day in and day 
out, even year after year a watch 
is expected to rick away without 
being oiled or checked 
No car is 
driven for years without periodic 
checkups and oil changes. W hat is 
most 
remarkable 
is 
that 
most 
watches, under ordinary conditions, 
will usually live up to what Lh ex­ 
pected of them. 
Mr. Crum cautions all would-be 
watch repairmen to be sure they 
have steady nerves and a calm dis­ 
position Patience is needed, especial­ 
ly in fixing watches that only stop 
for a short time once in a while It 
is almost impossible to find the 
trouble with these Watches while 
they are running. But try to get the 
works out of the case to check it 
while it is not running and you have 
aiKither problem on your hands. 
More olteii than not they will be 
running again by the time they are 
out of the case. Trouble th at often 
takes many days to find can be 
remedied in a few seconds, Here 
patience is definitely required,

N, J - has been sent 
to the state insane hospital for two 
weeks, at least. 
Psychiatrists "h o have been ex­ 
amining him navtn t reported yet 
w hether they think h r s insane or 
knew what he was doing when he 
killed the 13 people 
If he’s found sane, Jersey officials 
say, h ell be tried for murder. 
But two top W ashington psychia­ 
trists. with nothing more to go on 
than the newspaper accounts they've 
read, flatly say Unruh Is Insane. 
They base their opinion on two 
main 
point* 
in 
the 
newspaper 
stories: 
I 
His excessive interest in the 
Bible, He was reported to have 
walked along the streets, reading It 
2. His own statem ent that he was 
sore at some of the people he killed, 
because he felt thev were against 
him. 
The psychiatrists give this ex­ 
planation: 
M rntal Illness 
Unruh is paranoid Which means 
he has a serious m ental illness. He 
had delusions of being persecuted 
Rxample: He thought his neighbors 
were against him 
But how do such delusions Marts? 
T h e 
W ashington 
psychiatrists 
couldn't say what started them In 
Unruh, since they hadn t been able 
to question him and dig 
back into 
the mainsprings of his life. 
Such delusions, though, may arise 
from several causes. For example: 
1 A deep sense of guilt. Instead 
of lacing a reality and accepting 
in his own mind blame for some 
wrong thing he did—or something 
he felt was wrong—a man in time 
tries to shift the blame to someone 
else. 
2 A deep sense of inferiority. In 
this case he begins to suspect that 
everything th a t happens, happens 
to him or because of him. If it rains, 
the rain is meant specially to spoil 
his day— ll the sun is hot, its

So in other things—as perhaps 
a cross word with a neighbor—the 
idea of persecution begins to build 
up and the paranoid magnifies it 
out of all reality in his own mind 
as something specially m eant to 
hurt him. 
Not always, but sometimes, a para­ 
noid like that winds up trying to kill 
people although usually his insanity 
is directed against only one person 
or a small group It seldom takes 
on the mass scale of Unruh's 13 
killings. 
One point that puzzled the psy­ 
chiatrists here, though, was the fact 
tliat Unruh not only shot down the 
neighbors he disliked but also slew 
strangers on tile street, children and 
people in passing autos. New Jersey 
officials said they d id n t ask Unruh 
about that. 
But both psychiatrists say one of 
the tragedies in Unruh s case was 
this: His m ental illness should have 
been spotted before he ever tore 
loose with his gun.

I STATISM HAS 
TWO MEANINGS

These certainly are fast moving 
time in which we live—so fast, in 
fact, 
that 
frequently 
fixed 
ideas 
which we hold one day go up in 
smoke with the morrow's dawn. 
W hat set your columnist off on 
this melancholy thought is the con­ 
fusion that has arisen as a result 
of a new definition of the word 
"s ta tism '— a 
subject 
which 
has 
drawn plaints recently in the w rit­ 
ings of several political observers. 
Most of us were brought up on the 
definition which is given in my un­ 
abridged W ebster: 
• Belief in a state government, as 
in a republic, in contrast with belief 
in Communism or a Soviet gov­ 
ernm ent." 
Now, without much warning, we 
find this definition reversed by many 
folk, because of its comparatively 
recent usage in restricted but prom ­ 
inent circles. Some of our diplomats 
in W ashington have been using it, 
and the president of Columbia uni­ 
versity (General Eisenhower, th a t 
is* has employed it at least twice in 
recent speeches. 
Has Two Meanings 
It would be interesting to know 
just when the "reserve English" was 
first put on the old definition of 
"statism " I noted its use In W ash­ 
ington maybe two years ago. and 
since then It has cropped up on 
numerous occasions. 
Faced with two definitions I tu rn ­ 
ed to the dictionary departm ent of 
Funk and W agnalls here in New 
York for light on the subject. I was 
told th at the new definition has 
indeed come into use and that the 
house's "new college standard dic­ 
tionary" defines statism as follows: 
First m eaning: "A theory of gov­ 
ernm ent which holds th at the re­ 
turns from group or individual en­ 
terprise are vested in the state, as 
rn Communism.” 
Secondary m eaning. "Loosely, ad-

% WEEVILS IN DHY BEANS AND 
PEAS 
How does the small dark weevil 
found in stored beans and peas 
originally get into the grain? 
Is tins insect actually part of the 
g ra in — hatching from the grains 
gtrrp*? 


And above all, how may growers 
prevent this pest from ruining stored 
beans and peas? 
i 
No other common insect has given 
rise to more ridiculous rumors and 
theories than the bean and the pea 
weevil. Yet there is absolutely no 
“miracle ’ about its origin. Like most 
other insects, it passes through a 
cycle of life consisting of adult, egg, 
larva 
(grub*, pupa, and back to 
adult again. The bean weevil may 
be studied as an example, with 6 to 
IO species falling into these habits 
of development. 
When the green bean pod is still 
soft and tender, the adult female 
weevil (or beetle) lays her eggs by 
pushing 
them through 
the bean 
surface These hatch inside the hull 
and then burrow directly into the 
tiny Immature bean that is then 
forming, Pei haps in some cases the 
female may actually push her egg 
directly into the bean. The next time 
the gardener or farm cr sees this 
pest, in fact, the first time he meets 
with It as a destructive foe, is when 
•he sees a dark purplish spot in the 
stored dry bean, showing the insect 
feeding within the bean and already 
tUlble through the thin covering 
membrane of the seed, 
There may be several generations 
or broods each year. Often, lf beans 
and peas are stored in tem peratures 
favorable to the insect's propagation, 
survival continues by breeding in 
storage Seven effective measures of 
control are suggested, based on these 
habits: 
1 Plant only weevil-free seed To 
plant seed containing weevils means 
that another series of broods is 
started in the garden or field. 
2 Harvest and thresh beans and 
peas as soon as possible after the 
crops Are ripe. 
^ 3 Store these crops in Ugh* con- 
^ n c s or in bag* having at least 
24 strands to the inch to prevent es­ 
cape of the adults. 
4 Fumigate all dry beans and peas 
as soon after threshing as possible 
(I lint; ma ti a

in order to kill the tiny larvae within 
the grains. 
5. Plow under all bean and pea 
refuse, including the likely infested 
shattered seed. This should be done 
before winter if soil and weather 
conditions permit. Shattered seed 
left in the garden or field is a com­ 
mon source of weevil survival. 
6. Practice clean gardening and 
farming by removing weeds anc} 
other vegetable debris from fence 
rows and other nearby areas in 
which adult weevils may find winter 
harbors. 
7. Induce neighbors to join in 
these control and prevention meas­ 
ures, as egg-laying weevils do not 
recognize property lines. 
Both seed and food supplies of dry 
beans and peas are subject to heavy 
damage by weevils. Heating is often 
employed to destroy the pests in 
supplies intended solely for food but 
should not be used for treating seed 
supplies without extreme caution to 
prevent injury to the grain germ. 
Perhaps the most effective method 
of control is to fumigate both seed 
and food supplies with carbon di­ 
sulphide The fumes are lethal to 
weevils but do not im part any in­ 
jurious residues to food grain or 
impair the seed s germinating qual­ 
ities.

Many hedges fail because they Are 
starved and improperly pruned. U n­ 
like large shade trees or even larger 
shrubs, hedge plants cannot send 
their roots long distances for mois­ 
ture 
and plant foods. Therefore, 
systematic feeding is one of the most 
Im portant facts to remember in suc­ 
cessful 
hedge 
growing. 
Too. 
the 
plants should enjoy a 4- to 6-inch 
soaking of the soil during droughts 
Both food and moisture should be 
supplied in a wide belt on each side 
of the hedge. 
Wrong methods of pruning <or 
clipping* are second only to failure 
to prune at all among common 
causes 
of 
hedge 
frustration. 
If 
hedges are allowed to grow tall and 
rank, the plants not only dissipate 
valuable stores of soil nutrients and 
become woody, but they are diffi­ 
cult 
to 
correct 
eventually 
when 
proper 
pruning 
is 
practiced 
Of 
course, 
when 
to 
prune 
depends 
somewhat on the type or kind of 
hedge. Privets, for example, should 
be clipped about three times a year. 
One successful grower offers a help­ 
ful key on the time factor by sta t­ 
ing that he prunes his privet hedge 
on Memorial Day, Fourth of July. 


and Labor Day. 
In case a hedge ol any type be­ 
comes rank and unruly, it should 
be pruned back severely in late 
February and then given a liberal 
(ceding of well rotted m anure and a 
complete fertilizer worked into the 
soil in wide strips along each side 
of the hedge.

leged that in a number of instances 
Bixler asked suppliers to increase 
the bills before he presented them 
to Haas 
District Attorney Daniel E Teeter, 
in argum ent before tile court this 
morning, charged th at “the practice 
of increasing bills possibly became 
common during the war. but the 
question today is wliether we can 
continue to perm it such practices.”
